Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

Regarding to claims 1 , 3, Naito (US 20040109422) teaches mobile 
communication system, radio base station apparatus and method for determining uplink 
reception synchronization; Nakamura et al (US 20040085916) teaches base station 
apparatus of mobile communication system; Agee et al (US 20020122465) teaches 
highly bandwidth efficient communications; Tamura (US 20010026580) teaches CDMA 
demodulation circuit and method; Schafer (US 7,031,295) teaches system and method 
for minimizing guard time in a time division duplex communication system. The teaching 
of the arts either combined or alone fails to teach wherein the symbol generating unit 
generates the forward guard data stream by repeatedly copying a first spread symbol 
among m symbols by p times, generates the backward guard data stream_by repeatedly 
copying q rear spread symbols among m_spread symbols using a mirror manner, 
starting from a last spread symbol among m spread symbols, by r times and each of m, 
n, p, q and r is an integer greater than or equal to 1 . 

Dependent claim 2 is allowable for the same reason.
